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DEATH OF DR. MACFARLANE

There has lately reached England a 
striking report, specially interesting in

of carrying through voluntarily over, 
prohikition that waa planned 
trates, knowing well what is at st 
severe in their verdicts i i 
extenutting — circutmstan which’ ane 
brought forward in| Germany are_un- 
known in England. The individual Eng 
lishman who consumes too much does not 
infringe the incomprehensible regulations 
of a universally hated organising bedy, 
hut is responsible to a pinall well-informed 
cutmmunity. 


OUR SEPERLOR OGANIBATION, 


“In view of the close relationship of 
consumption and industry, and by not 
cverlpaking the fact that’ the econumic 
life of a country cannot rest on illogical 
foundations, the Government bas adjusted 
the industrial conditions in England, 
The possibilities of profit have been limit- 
ed, and. wherever it was possible. have 
been divided equally between the variou 
economic districts; and lastly, a central 
office for regulating the Wages question 
of the whole country has been created. 
The homogencity after which econotniv 
life hag striven, and the consideration 
hitherto shown to all who had been in an 
way injured, is to-day a source of strengt 
for England. 1 

“The manner.in which the coal supply 
for the coming winter has been arranged, 
is quite typically English... . The pub- 
lic is able to realise the problem and: all 
its effects, and the Government finds 
strong support in public opinion. The 
problem has lon een foreseen, and it 
3s not unreasonable to say that it can 
never cause a crisis for the Government,
